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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The Amendment A filed on 07/16/2002 has been entered. Claims 1-55 are 
pending in this Office action. 

Claims 5, 18, 28-39 and 41-52 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer of subject matter. New claims 54 and 55 have been added. Claims 6-17 are 
renumbered 5-16; claims 19-27 are renumbered 17-25; claim 40 is renumbered 26; 
claims 53-55 are renumbered 27-29, respectively. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 14, 27 and 40 has been withdrawn. Claims 1, 14, 27 
and 40 have been amended. No new matters are added. Claims 1 , 14, 27 and 40 are 
allowed over prior art because the prior art fails to show the following limitations in the 
claims: "assigning means for assigning group identification information to manage the 
group communication in response to the request" and "assigns the group identification 
information at the time the group is formed". The prior art seems to disclose 
administration of mobile station user groups in a wireless communication system in 
which user groups have been pre-registered with user group identification. 

3. Newly added claims 54 and 54 contain substantially similar features as 
amended independent claims 1, 14, 27 and 40; therefore, claims 54 and 55 are also 
allowed over prior art. 

4. Claims 2-13 and 15-26 are allowed over prior art due to dependency on base 
claims. 



Reasons for Allowances 
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5. Regarding claims 1, 14, 27, 40 and 53-55, the prior art fails to show or render 
obvious the following limitations when being used in combination with other limitations in 
the claimed application: "requesting group communication in a group by forming the 
group...", "assigning group identification information at the time the group is formed to 
manage the group communication in response to the request". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
